When we last checked on the January 13 non-binding 
primary in Washington, DC, things stood at the tipping 
point (see “DC Takes Center Stage,” News and Features, 
October 24). Terry McAuliffe of the Democratic National 
Committee was pressuring the presidential candidates to 
Snip the event in deference to the first-in-the-nation status | 
held by the lowa caucus and New Hampshire primary, but 
former Vermont governor Howard Dean had committed to 
participating in the DC contest, and several others were 
hinting they would too. | 

The DC ballots have just been printed, and when push 
came to shove, the rest of the major candidates shoved off. 
General Wesley Clark, Senator John Edwards, 
Congressman Dick Gephardt, Senator John Kerry, and 
Senator Joe Lieberman all removed their names from the 
ballot in November. That leaves Dean, former ambassador 
Carol Moseley Braun, the Reverend A! Sharpton, and | 
Congressman Dennis Kucinich, as well as the usual few | 
off-beat characters (including perennial candidate Lyndon 
LaRouche). 

Call it a win for McAuliffe. But according to some in DC, 
this wasn’t about the DNC’s threats — this was about Dean. 
Specifically, the other candidates were trying to nullify the 
effect of the vote, which Dean seemed on his way to 
winning.

Bill proponents hail the committee’s 
approval victory. Indeed, legislation 
similar House Bill 2853 has been filed 
every session since 1998. And every time, 
it’s languished the public-safety 
committee. “That actually been able 
accomplish this feat,” says State 
Representative Kay Khan (D-Newton), 
who authored the bill. Khan attributes 
House Bill 2853’s emergence from the 
committee stage lot hard work” 
the part the representatives and 
senators who have co-sponsored the 
legislation. Organizations like the 
American Civil Liberties Union, 
Massachusetts Correctional Legal Services, 
and the League Women Voters have also 
pushed for the measure. 

Still, Khan recognizes that “the cards 
lined up” for proponents this time around. 
Aside from the high-profile Geoghan 
murder, she notes, prison reformers were 
aided publicity surrounding the 
mysterious death Kelly-Jo Griffen 
last summer (see 
“What Happened Kelly-Jo?”, News and 
Features, September 12). The 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation 
added further ammunition the cause last 


month, when found that the state budget 
now allocates more than $700 million 
the DOC and thus spends more money 
prisons than higher education. 

Khan sees her bill extension the

Nader vs. the ‘liberal virus’ 


After backing Green presidential candidate Ralph 
Nader in 1996 and 2000, Jesse Gordon, a 43-year- 
old Cambridge political consultant, decided to register 
as a Democrat. His motive was simple: 
he felt guilty. “I feel so bad about the 
outcome of the 2000 race and my vote 
for Nader, and how | basically fell into 
the logic that it was to the good of the 
party and didn’t hurt Gore,” Gordon 
says. “I think it did hurt Gore.” 

Now Gordon is volunteering for 
Howard Dean, working to bring Greens 
into the Dean camp. And he’s doing his 
utmost to convince Nader not to run 
again. On Sunday evening, at a private 
meeting of the Nader Exploratory 
Committee in Cambridge, Gordon paid 
the requisite $100 entry fee and 
presented Nader with the results of an 
online survey he'd conducted with local 
progressive activist Eric Weltman. Detractors might 
note that the survey wasn't exactly scientific, given 
that its URL was RalphDontRun.us. But Gordon 
believed Nader should be confronted with its results, 
which indicated widespread support for Dean among 
individuals who might otherwise be inclined to back 
Nader or other third-party candidacies. 

The meeting was closed to the press. But 
according to Gordon, Nader wasn't impressed with 


his survey synopsis, which included remarks from 
hundreds of respondents. “I'd say the most common 
viewpoint expressed in the survey results | presented

run for president, think helping 
Bush,” Gordon said. “Nader called it 
[that viewpoint] the ‘liberal virus.’ | think 
he meant that the infection has been 
spreading among Democrats who 

were basically his supporters.” 

Efforts to reach Nader for comment 
were unsuccessful. But Theresa 
Amato, director of Nader's exploratory 
committee, dismisses the notion that 
lobbying from progressive Democrats 
could convince Nader not to run in 
2004. “Polls show that something like 
25 percent of Ralph's supporters would have voted 
for Bush if he hadn't run,” Amato says. “Thirty-eight 
percent would have voted for Gore, and the rest 
wouldn't have voted at all.” Noting that she wasn’t in 
Cambridge to watch Gordon make his case, Amato 
adds, “I’m sure Ralph thanked him for his input. That's 
part of an exploratory effort — getting input from all 
those interested in the political process.”

The capture of Saddam Hussein has played out in 
the US media with all the swagger of a John Wayne 
movie, right down to the American soldier who 
allegedly sneered at the Butcher of Baghdad, 
“President Bush sends his regards.” 

Internationally, though, there have been questions 
right from the start. Did the really capture Saddam 
on its own? Did it have help? Or — and this is the 
truly intriguing question — was Saddam already being 
held prisoner at the time the US grabbed him? 

The first media outlet to raise these questions may 
have been Debka.com, an Israeli site much read 
among cloak-and-dagger types. On December 14 — 
the very day that US officials announced the capture 
— Debka reported that Saddam's bedraggled 
appearance, the two unidentified men grabbed at the 
scene, and the likelinood that Saddam couldn't have 
escaped his spider hole unassisted all “point to one 
conclusion: Saddam Hussein was not in hiding; he 
was a prisoner.” 

The story got a huge boost over the weekend when 
the Sunday Express, a London tabloid, weighed in 
with a rather wild story that the capture “may have 
been prompted by a blood feud which erupted after a 
tribal chief's daughter was raped by the tyrant’s 
psychopathic eldest son Uday.” 

The article continued, “Saddam had already been 
handed over to Kurdish forces who then brokered a 
deal with US commanders. He was drugged and 
abandoned, ready for the American troops to 
recover him.” 

Other media outlets tell a tangled, confusing tale of 
Kurdish officials announcing the arrest, then 
belatedly denying they had anything to do with the 
operation. On Sunday, Al-Jazeera television carried a 
denial from Jalal Talabani, a member of the Iraqi 
Governing Council and the leader of the Patriotic 
Union of Kurdistan, denying that his forces had 
anything to do with Saddam's capture and asserting 
that “the arrest of Saddam had been carried out by 
the Americans alone.” 


That would certainly comport with an account in 
Sunday's New York Times, which reported that 
Saddam's whereabouts were revealed within hours 
after the Americans captured his bodyguard. 

A Web site called KurdishMedia.com — the 
“United Kurdish Voice” — is carrying a story by a 
Scottish newspaper, the Sunday Herald, which gives 
a great deal of credit to Qusrat Rasul Ali, “otherwise 
known as the lion of Kurdistan.” According to the 
Herald, the lion — said to have “played a crucial role” 
in finding Saddam's sons, Uday and Qusay — 
provided information to Talabani on Saddam's 
whereabouts. “Armed with the information,” the story 
continues, “Talabani made a beeline for US 
administration offices in Baghdad.” 

But the Herald draws no conclusions as to whether 
the Kurds actually captured Saddam and turned him 
over to the Americans — although it does inject a 
fascinating tidbit into the mix, reporting that one of the 
photos that the US distributed of Saddam's hideout 
showed unripe yellow dates, suggesting it had been 
taken three months earlier. 

No doubt it was inevitable that conspiracy theories 
would arise over Saddam's arrest. And since it is 
utterly incredible that his theoretical Kurdish jailers 
would have entombed him with both a suitcase 
containing $750,000 and a loaded pistol, the notion 
that he was already being held depends on believing 
that US officials are flat-out lying about both of those 
particular details. Then again, the Bush 
administration's record for truth-telling does not inspire 
confidence. 

As the Phoenix went to press, the Kurdish angle 
had not broken into the American media, except for 
an Agence France-Presse (the French!) synopsis of 
the Express story. White House press secretary 
Scott McClellan was not asked a single question 
about it at Monday's briefing, according to the 
WhiteHouse.gov transcript. 

File this under: unlikely, but bears watching.

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File-traders win pretty 


There's always outlandish comedy in the news, but this past year, when the greedy 
Recording Industry Association of America (RIAA) sued hundreds of unsuspecting file-sharers 
for copyright infringement — holding each person liable for up to $150,000 a song — the 
headline humor seemed more farcical than ever. Especially when two of the RIAA's targets were 
Brianna LaHara, a 12-year-old girl living in a New York City Housing Authority apartment, and 
Sarah Seabury Ward, a 66-year-old Massachusetts woman whose Macintosh computer wasn't 
even compatible with Kazaa, the peer-to-peer software she’d supposedly used to share files 
online. But last Friday, a federal court ruled that Internet service providers aren't obligated to 
reveal users’ identities to the RIAA — a court order that not only threatens the civil suits still 
pending, but prevents the trade group from continuing its high-profile scare tactics

Q: What are the implications of the 

A: Oh, it's huge. It's going to be more difficult for the RIAA and eventually the MPAA — the 
movie people — to get the identity of people they want to sue. If they can’t determine the 
individuals’ identities, this throws up another roadblock in their way. This is not a win. It's a pretty 
big loss.

Q: How might the RIAA deal with file-sharing in the future? 

A: Record companies are going to have to come up with alternative payment systems. Like a 
bandwidth tax that would have ISPs charging consumers $5 or $10 a month so they can have 
unlimited downloads. There've already been some experiments in Canada with things like this: 
the Canadians tax blank CDs and CD burners to build royalty pools to pay people. And that may 
be the only solution. 


Q: The RIAA said that court decision “means we can no longer notify illegal file-sharers 
before we file lawsuits against them.” So how will the RIAA identify users? 

A: | don't understand how they're going to get people's identities — it’s certainly going to 
make it a lot more difficult. The universities have their own agenda in terms of how to defend 
these lawsuits, and you have a lot of file-sharing coming out of the universities. But the overall 
majority is coming from the ISPs, people using broadband. So they're going to really take a step 
back here. Clearly, time and time again has shown that litigation is not an answer to this — all 
you do is alienate the audience 

Besides, record sales are back up. The record companies are going to have a good quarter 
— they've never been able to establish a connection between peer-to-peer file-sharing and 
declining record sales 


Q: Wouldn't RIAA defenders say that the anti-pirating campaign has caused record sales to 
increase? 

A: No. You had about a year and half of truly bad music. If you look at OutKast, they've sold 
millions and millions of records because OutKast is great. Before that, you had a slew of really 
bad music. The single-least-important thing [contributing to the drop of CD sales] was file- 
sharing. It's a big complicated picture. When people say that peer-to-peer trading leads to 
declining sales, they're doing the industry a massive disservice. 


Q: So with this ruling, can 12-year-old girls like Brianna LaHara rest easy? 
A: I'm more concerned that they're listening to really bad music. | think that's a much bigger 
problem than file-sharing.

Answer: nope, least not the level humans are ac- 
customed to. That’s why deafness can have far more serious 
World the Deaf Oliver Sacks (1989). few basic 
propositions: 
The folks issue here are both profoundly and prelin- 
gually deaf. you don’t become totally deaf until after 
acquired language, your problems are well, not minor, but 
manageable. You think whatever spoken language 
learned. Given some commonsense accommodation during 
schooling, progress normally intellectually. 

About one child 1000, however, born with ability 
hear whatsoever. Years ago such people were called deaf- 
mutes. Often they were considered retarded, and sense 
they were: never learned language, process that primes 
the pump for much later development. The critical age range 
seems months. During this period children pick 
the basics language easily, and doing establish es- 
sential cognitive infrastructure. Later it’s far more difficult. 
the congenitally deaf diagnosed before they start 
school, they may face severe learning problems for the rest 
their lives, even other respects their intelligence normal. 

The profoundly, prelingually deaf can and acquire lan- 
guage; it’s just gestural rather than verbal. The sign language 
most commonly used the American Sign Language, 
sometimes called Ameslan just Sign. Those not conversant 
Sign may suppose that it’s invented form communication 
like Esperanto Morse code. It’s not. It’s independent nat- 
ural language, evolved ordinary people, and transmitted cul- 
turally from one generation the next. bears relationship 
English and some ways more similar Chinese 
single highly inflected gesture can convey entire word 
phrase. (Signed English, which sometimes see words 
spelled out one letter time, completely different animal.) 
Sign can acquired effortlessly early childhood and 
anyone, not just the deaf (e.g., hearing children deaf parents). 
Those who use fluently most Americans speak 
English. Sign equips native users with the ability manipulate 
symbols, grasp abstractions, and actively acquire and process 
knowledge short, think, the full human sense the 
term. Nonetheless, “oralists” have long insisted that the best 
way educate the deaf teach them spoken language, 
sometimes going far suppress signing. Sacks and many 
deaf folk think this has been disaster for deaf people. 

The answer your question now obvious. what lan- 
guage the profoundly deaf think? Why, Sign (or the local 
equivalent), assuming they were fortunate enough have 
learned infancy. The hearing can have only general idea 
what this like the gulf between spoken and visual lan- 
guage far greater than that between, say, English and Russ- 
ian. Research suggests that the brain native deaf signer 
organized differently from that hearing person. Still, some- 
times can get glimpse. Sacks writes visit the island 
Martha’s Vineyard, where hereditary deafness was endemic 
for more than 250 years and community signers, most 
whom hear normally, still flourishes. met woman her 
90s who would sometimes slip into reverie, her hands mov- 
ing constantly.

June 26, right the heels the Ontario 
decision, America’s highest court Lawrence 
Texas struck down 1973 Texas sodomy law 
and with it, all remaining state laws crimi- 
nalizing oral and anal sex between consenting 
homosexuals. Six the nine justices voted 
overturn 1986 decision that had upheld the 
anti-sodomy laws. This time, the six justices ar- 
gued, everybody, including gay men and les- 
bians, has constitutional right sexual priva- 
cy. Veteran New York Times columnist William 
Safire, self-described “libertarian conserva- 
tive” who values personal freedom above all, 
captured the sentiment behind the important 


ruling June column. The court, 
wrote, “has just slammed America’s bedroom 
door. Sodomy ... when practiced between con- 
senting adults, straight gay, none the 
government’s business.” 

The ruling left gay-rights advocates and 
their liberal allies drunk with elation. Few had 
anticipated that the court would rule broad- 
favor gay rights. Not only had the jus- 
tices thrown out odious law effectively la- 
beling gay folks criminals, they had issued 
decision apologizing for past discrimination 
against homosexuals. Writing for the majority, 
Justice Anthony Kennedy stated that it’s un- 
constitutional single out gay people for 
“moral disapproval.” Doing so, asserted, 
amounts “state-sponsored condemnation.” 

The predictable backlash came from the 
country’s highest corners indeed, the most 
dramatic the sky-is-falling warnings came 
from the Supreme Court bench itself. dis- 
senting opinion, Justice Antonin Scalia ac- 
cused his colleagues having “largely signed 
the so-called homosexual agenda,” and 
described the ruling “the end all morals 
legislation.” many ways, the stinging dissent 
proved prescient: the Supreme Court decision 
did pave the way for same-sex marriage. Still, 
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Still, 


Scalia’s shrill tone called mind the fear- 
mongering uttered just two months earlier 
another “traditionalist”: Pennsylvania senator 
Rick Santorum. April, Santorum found 
himself amid controversy after interview 
with the Associated Press, during which had 
defended the anti-sodomy laws. The senator 
put his foot his mouth and revealed his 
true colors when compared homosexu- 
ality bigamy, polygamy, and incest. Syndi- 
cated sex-advice columnist Dan Savage, who 
gay, seized the Santorum scandal 
May “Savage Love” column, challenging 
his readers “memorialize” the stuffy senator 
“by attaching his name sex act that would 
make his big, white teeth fall out 
his big, empty head.” re- 
sponse popular demand, Sav- 
age named his winner, re- 
vealed June column: 
“THAT FROTHY MIXTURE 
LUBE AND FECAL MATTER 
THAT SOMETIMES THE 
BYPRODUCT ANAL SEX!” 

Meanwhile, the nation’s largest 
retailer Wal-Mart Stores, the 
discount chain where many conservative-red- 
state shoppers flock stunned corporate 
America moving toward gay tolerance this 
year. early July, just days after the Supreme 
Court ruling, Wal-Mart announced its decision 
include gay men and lesbians its anti-dis- 
crimination policy. result, became the 
ninth the Top Fortune 500 companies 
prohibit discrimination based sexual orienta- 
tion. The exception? Only ExxonMobil Corpo- 
ration carries that rather dubious distinction. 

Perhaps the Wal-Mart flip was just too much 
for our corporation-friendly president take. 
late July, the shock waves from the string 
gay-rights successes were still reverberating, 
Bush finally rode the rescue. Rose Gar- 
den press conference, revealed that his 
lawyers were working plan stop same- 
sex marriage. The White House even beat the 
Vatican the punch announcing that Bush 
“strongly committed protecting and de- 
fending the sanctity marriage.” 

Then again, when the Vatican did offer 
its opinion the matter days later, the toxicity 
was enough blow away even the most bigot- 
Bushie. early August, the Vatican’s Con- 
gregation for the Doctrine the Faith issued 
statement same-sex marriage that history 
sure remember for its fear and loathing. 
condemned homosexual acts “as serious de- 
pravity” and called upon Catholic politicians 
worldwide oppose equal marital rights for 
gay couples. Worse still, proclaimed that gay 
adoption “would actually mean doing vio- 
lence” children. This, lest forget, was ut- 
tered only days after Massachusetts attorney 
general Tom Reilly delivered his encyclopedic 
report the epidemic sexual violence visit- 
upon hundreds children the hands 
Roman Catholic clergy. 

But not every religious denomination did 
wrong gay folks this year. The Episcopal 
Church USA voted August recognize that 
some its dioceses have been holding blessing 
ceremonies for same-sex couples. the same 
time, made history appointing the first 
openly gay man Episcopal bishop. 
November the Reverend Gene Robinson, 
divorced minister who lives with his male 
partner, was consecrated bishop New 
Hampshire. Nearly 4000 people showed for 
solemn yet joyous ceremony ice arena 
the University New Hampshire the 
only venue large enough hold the crowd. 
Robinson’s consecration soon threatened 
divide the Episcopal Church. Within hours, 
overseas bishops Anglican churches 
Africa, Asia, and Latin America declared them- 
selves “state impaired communion” 
with the American branch, step short 
all-out schism. And conservative Episcopalians 
this country began making plans for for- 
mal separation. 

Nevertheless, the consecration served 
vindicating moment for countless Episcopalians 
who yearned for their Church formally ac- 
knowledge the many gay men and lesbians 
among its priests, deacons, and lay people. 
the time Robinson began his ministry No- 
vember during mass where preached 
about the virtue bringing God’s love “to 
those the margins” the prospect 
unbridgeable schism had faded. Once the dust

The state also slashed special-education 
funding. After promising that would re- 
imburse percent costs above $29,000 
per student, the Department Education 
announced after the districts had set 
their budgets and started the school year 
that was dropping reimbursement 
28 percent. 

Higher education has also taken huge 
cuts, including percent reduction the 
UMass budget, while $371 million bond 
package for University Massachusetts 
construction projects was put indefinite 
hold.

One singer the phenomenal Lorraine 
Hunt Lieberson gave three the greatest 
performances ever heard. She took 
two major (and diametrically opposite) 
French roles and made them her own: the 
haunted Mélisande Debussy’s Pelléas 
the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra (see below), and the noble, infatu- 
ated, betrayed Dido, Queen Carthage, 
the Metropolitan Opera production 
Berlioz’s epic Les Troyens, which Bostonians 
could hear live broadcast. 
Lieberson’s collaboration with pianist Peter 
Serkin for the FleetBoston Celebrity Series 
was the best vocal recital the year, with 
more Debussy, indrawing Brahms, sizzling 
Handel, and heavenly Mozart. Her creamy, 
intimate, heroic voice filled the huge Met 
house and Symphony Hall easily did 
Jordan Hall. 

She also made one the year’s most 
beautiful recordings, for Nonesuch, sou- 
venir the two powerful Bach cantatas deal- 
ing with “last things” that Peter Sellars staged 
for her. Craig Smith conducts the Emmanuel 
Orchestra, and there’s the heart-easing obbli- 
gato oboe Peggy Pearson. “Lorraine can 
anything,” composer Peter Lieberson (her 
husband) said special public discussion 
Harvard University. She demurred, but 
concur. 


Greatest single event 

The crowning jewel for 2003 was 
concert version Pelléas Mélisande. Some 
people still have hard time “getting” 
Debussy’s century-old masterpiece; yet his 
setting Maeterlinck’s “symbolic” play 
more like real life than almost any other 
opera. Lorraine Hunt Lieberson opera’s 
archetypal “lost” girl (she could have come 
from Haight-Ashbury) and elegant British 
baritone Simony Keenlyside touching 
Pelléas headed superb cast. Conductor 
Bernard Haitink apparently startled even the 
performers with uncharacteristic passion and 
energy (not your typical “gauzy” Debussy), 
and the orchestra itself restored its faded rep- 
utation for French music. 


Most noble effort 

“Opera Unlimited,” Richard Conrad’s dream 
series contemporary chamber operas, 
was brought fruition Opera Boston. 
was uneven but fascinating series and won 
enthusiastic cheers. Conrad himself appeared 
two the operas; baritone Stephen 
Salters rescued another. The big hit was 
Thomas edgy Powder Her Face, which 
based 1960s British sex scandal; 
was rippingly conducted Gil Rose, graphi- 
cally staged Steven Maler, and impressive- 
sung and acted mezzo-soprano Janna 
Baty the leading role the sexually vora- 
cious Duchess. 


Most ambitious effort 

Conductor Benjamin Zander doesn’t think 
small.

5a) Best opera (staged) 

Boston remains operatic backwater. The 
most thrilling production saw this year was 
the Brooklyn Academy Music: Ra- 
magical Les Boréades, conducted 
William Christie and staged one the 


true theatrical geniuses our time, Robert 
Carsen. Still, some the best work 
Boston this year, starting with the BSO’s 
Pelléas, was operatic. 

Boston Lyric Opera’s rondine (“The 
Swallow”), seldom-performed late 
operetta, was its most satisfying fully staged 
production, with considerable help from stage 
director Colin Graham, John Conklin’s stylish 
sets borrowed from the Opera Theatre St. 
Louis, and knockout star turn soprano 
Pamela Anderson heading unusually 
strong cast. 


5b) Best opera (touring) 

Each year, the scrappy Bulgaria-based Teatro 
Lirico comes town and knocks 
our socks off. Production values much, 
was great loss that Mussorgsky’s 
Boris Godunov find theater its sets 
could fit (the Majestic was closed for its glit- 
tering refurbishment). Boris came Jordan 
Hall, without sets but with lavish costumes, 
and had not one but two magnificent bass- 
from the Bolshoi Opera alternating the 
tormented tsar and the otherworldly monk 
Pimen.

But 
Johann Georg Conradi’s Ariadne, unpro- 
duced since 1725, was delight, with 
Canadian soprano Karina Gauvin the title 
role, wonderful playing under Paul 
and Stephen Stubbs, and some skillful stag- 
ing Drew Minter. Robin Linklater’s spec- 
tacular sets and costumes had harder time 
than usual stealing the show. 


5d) Best opera (semi-staged) 

The Cantata Singers, under music director 
David Hoose, and mezzo-soprano Lynn 
Torgove, wearing her new stage-director hat,

sweet gig hosting MTV2's new 
| Headbangers Baill. They didn't 
| waste time going back into the stu- 
| dio for this raging follow-up, which 
reconfirms their spot at the top of 
the metal heap. Brutality is the first 
Hatebreed disc with renowned pro- 
ducer Zeuss (Shadows Fall) and 
the first without original guitarist 
Lou Richards, but the song re- 
mains the same. First single “This 
Is Now” is one of those no-frills 
self-empowerment anthems Jasta 
does so well: “How can | change 
tomorrow if | can't change today?” 
The group's debt to vintage NYC 
hardcore is made explicit in the 
liner notes: the pulverizing anti- 
corporate rant “Straight to Your 
Face” is for Agnostic Front and 
Madball, and the socio-political 
lament “Another Day, Another 
Vendetta” quotes Sick of It All.

CHRISTMAS (Bar-None). The 
“song-poems” of the ‘60s and ‘70s 
— in which Jane and John Q. Pub- 
lic, visions of stardom dancing in 
their heads, mailed their scribbled 
doggerel to a studio where session 
hacks put the lyrics to music in one 
take and mailed back a 45 rpm sin- 
gle — represent a phenomenon by 
turns endearingly charming and 
appallingly tacky. Much like Christ- 
mas itself. But if a song poem's 
banged-out instrumentation 
typifies cynical commerce, its 
words are earnest self-expression 
evincing a childlike guilelessness 
in grown-ups that's apropos of the 
holidays. In anta Claus Goes 
Modern” (covered by “outsider art” 
fans Yo La Tengo for give-away at 
their annual Hanukkah eight-night 
Stands), studio sirens “Bobbie 
Boyle and the Singers” croon to a 
listless Bacharach-Carpenters 
groove about a Saint Nick who 
trades up his sleigh for a flying 
saucer. It's a different vehicle in 
“Santa Came on a Nuclear Mis- 
sile,” whose ominous sound effects 
and queasy ‘80s synths conjure 
Reagan-era paranoia about Xmas 
extinction. “Merry Christmas Polka” 
exhorts the faithful to “dance the 
night away . it's Christ's birthday.” 
(Santa, meanwhile, tosses back a 
couple cold ones.) 

Then there’s “Daddy, Is Santa 
Really Six Foot Four?” and its dark 
intimations of murderous infidelity 
His deer must have been stuck in 
the snow, 'cos, Daddy, he was driv- 
ing a Monte Carlo,” shrieks a 
painfully out-of-tune Tony Tennille 
wanna-be. “Is it true that he carries 
a torch for Momma — and a gun 
for you?” But the beauty of the sea- 
son is captured in “Snowbows,” as 
a castrato John Denver type war- 
bles slo-mo over goopy strings as 
if his eggnog had been spiked with 
psychotropics. “If rain can make a 
rainbow, with colors way up high 
then snow can make a snowbow, 
you'll see them if you try.”

Kathy 
Nicolo (Jennifer Connelly, joining Nicole 
Kidman, Sarah Polley, Charlotte Rampling, 
and Scarlett Johansson in the ranks of cine- 
ma’s celebrity cleaning ladies) recovering 
substance abuser who's lost her husband 
and now is about to lose her house because 
she neglected look into the mail piling 
on her floor.

PAYCHECK 


Maybe paycheck was ail director John Woo and stars Ben Affleck and Uma Thurman had 
mind when they made this half-hearted, inept sci-fi thriller. Even Philip K. Dick, on whose 1953 
Story the film is based, is just putting in time. A rehash of his familiar themes, the tale seems by 
the numbers — in more ways than one. A guy wakes up after a three-year hiatus — his memo- 
ry of the period erased as per his contract with a sinister corporation — during which he com- 
pleted some top-secret project. In lieu of an eight-figure paycheck, he gets an envelope contain- 
ing random and apparently worthless items: a pack of cigarettes, a paper clip, a bus ticket, etc. 
At first outraged, he soon learns that the items offer a step-by-step means by which he can 
escape the successive dangers he faces as he tries to uncover the truth about the past and 
thus save his life, and perhaps save the world. 

It's intriguing concept (as are all Dick’s, hence his popularity with filmmakers), the idea 
of artifacts’ serving as a link between the void of the past and the enigma of the future. Too bad 
the objects have more personality than Affleck’s character. As for Woo, whose career has 
declined since his relocation from Hong Kong the US, his future world has lot less pizzazz 
than Spielberg's (perhaps that means it's more realistic), and the film jacks almost. any trace of 
his distinctive style. The tossed-in trademark touches of Mexican standoffs and a slo-mo flying 
dove seem desperate. This is one paycheck that bounced. (116 minutes) Af the Boston 
Common, the Fenway, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and the suburbs.

PETER PAN 


P.J. Hogan's adaptation of the J.M. Barrie classic is a far cry from the holiday season's other 
major children’s-film release, Dr. Seuss’ The Cat in the Hat. This sweet, sentimental trifle harks 
back to a gentler time, albeit one with pirates.

KILL BILL: VOLUME

The 
H.M.S. Surprise, a 28-gun frigate, 
takes the place of the Starship En- 
terprise. \n lieu of Captain Kirk (and 
with a touch of Scotty), Captain 
“Lucky” Jack Aubrey (Russell 
Crowe) mans the helm; jolly, ingen- 
uous, shrewd, lusty, pun-loving, 
and brave, he’s the heart and soul 
of the vessel. His close friend Dr. 

tephen Maturin (Paul Bettany) 
combines the detached calculation 
and the scientific curiosity of Mr 
Spock with the compassion and the 
common sense of McCoy; he’s the 
reflective intellect and conscience.

With The 
Matrix Revolutions, the series has 
become an illustration of its own 
cautionary tale: the action se- 
quences, at once perfunctory and 
more aggressive, are now the trilo- 
gy’s raison d’étre; the complex alle- 
gorical underpinnings are the win- 
dow dressing. If Neo (Keanu 
Reeves) was the heart of the first 
two movies, he’s barely. present 
here, and that's also true of Trinity 
(Carrie-Anne Moss), whose love for 
Neo proved so crucial and miracu- 
lous.

reconfigured and reconfirmed 
them. From the uniform mass of 
hostility that greets Professor Wat- 
son that first day emerges a quartet 
of well-wrought stereotypes.

the bitch, backstabbing, snobby 


blue-blood whose ambitions are to 
marry a rich man and make all 
other women suffer for it. Joan 
Brandwyn (Julia Stiles), is the 
goody-goody, whose ambition is to 
marry a rich man and suffer for it 
herself. Connie Baker (Ginnifer 
Goodwin) is the plain Jane who 
doesn’t think anyone will marry her. 
And Giselle Levy (Maggie Gylien- 
haal) is the class slut, whose ambi- 
tion is to sleep with everyone and 
eventually marry Bill Dunbar (Do- 
minic West), the sleazily sexy Ital- 
ian professor with whom she’s 
been having an affair. As Professor 
Watson opens the eyes of her 
charges by exposing them to a 
painting by Jackson Pollock and the 
possibility of law school, she incurs 
the hostility not only of the fos- 
silized administration but of vicious 
Betty, whose venomous screeds in 
the school newspaper threaten to 
bring down Watson as a “subver- 
sive” and doom this early stab at 
women's liberation. The repartee 
between the girls has a convincing 
wit and insouciance, and for a while 
the film has some of the period fla- 
vor and piquant irreverence of a 
distaff /f . . . decked out in taffeta 
But then it descends into the 
bathos of Dead Poets Society and 
the kind of trashy melodrama that 
only a platitude uttered by a steely- 
jawed Julia Roberts can make 
right.

Someday perhaps 
Szabo or Polanski or a filmmaker of 
equal stature will take on the 
bizarre and tragic tale of Kurt Ger- 
ron. Until then, this plodding docu- 
mentary by Malcolm Clarke and 
Stuart Sender will have to do. Ger- 
ron enjoyed tremendous success 
and popularity as a character actor, 
film director, and cabaret performer 
(his version of Der Dreigroschenop- 
ers “Mackie Messer” is a classic) 
during the Weimar period, so much 
so that he overlooked the establish- 
ment and the implications of the 
Third Reich until it was much too 
late. He ended up in Theresienstadt 
(Terezin), a “model” concentration 
camp into which the Nazis si- 
phoned the most distinguished 
Jewish artists, intellectuals, and 
athletes as a kind of Potemkin vil- 
lage to deceive the world about the 
Final Solution. Late in the war, the 
Nazis decided to make a propagan- 
da film about the camp, and Gerron 
was coerced into directing it. Clarke 
and Sender use archival footage 
(including excerpts from the film), 
talking heads (including Gerron’s 
surviving colleagues and fellow 
camp inmates, whose testimony is 
harrowing), and a cliché’d com- 
mentary narrated by lan Holm. 
However clumsy, Prisoner can't 
help but be moving in its depiction 
of an artist confronting the ultimate 
existential absurdity and of evildo- 
ers committing the ultimate act of 
inhumanity.

GOLDSWORTHY WORKING 


WITH TIME (2001). Albert Camus's 
“The Myth of Sisyphus” comes to 
mind while you're watching Scottish 
environmental sculptor Andy 
Goldsworthy work on a project in 
Thomas Riedelsheimer’s documen- 
tary. He’s trying to build one of his 
trademark pinecone-shaped sculp- 
tures out of stones on a beach be- 
fore the tide comes in. After it's col- 
lapsed for the fourth time, he says 
that with each attempt he got to 
know the stone a little better, but he 
just didn't get to know it well 
enough. What most would regard 
as futility and transience Goldswor- 
thy, like the mythical hero of 
Camus's essay, embraces. Art, he 
believes, is not about permanence, 
it's about catching the patterns of 
the ephemeral, the natural cycle of 
ebb and flow. That all sounds a bit 
touchy-feely, but as Goldsworthy 
points out, his work often speaks 
better than his words, and the im- 
ages of him pulverizing a stone into 
an iron-rich powder and then toss- 
ing it into a river so that it flows red 
like blood give force to the notion 
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scenes interesting. The interactions 
between people and cartoons are 
between people and cartoons ai 
seamless, but the movie takes off 
nly when the cartoons take center 
stage when Bugs and this adaptation not just 
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that even rocks are fluid. Goldswor- 
thy finds a fine collaborator in 
Riedelsheimer, and the film shim- 
mers with stunning images of intri- 
cate pieces achieving their apothe- 
osis and then collapsing in a variety 
of environments.

**xSCARFACE (1983). Transport- 
ing the Howard Hawks/Ben Hecht 
Scarface to the Cuban-run drug 
scene in Miami was a smashing 
idea. But Brian De Palma’s update 
drags along for two hours and forty- 
five minutes, and most of it is an 
elaborate, cascading mess. The 
screenplay by Oliver Stone is an in- 
tended Godfather-like epic about 


Cuban gangsters carrying the seed | 


of a drug empire to America, but 
Stone isn't a writer to think in novel- 
istic terms; he confuses “big” with 
“complex.” De Palma pulls off some 
scary, over-the-edge set pieces in 
the first hour; after that, he’s 
chained to the crummy material. Ai 
Pacino, playing the Cuban émigré 


gangster Tony Montana, shows | 


what a thoughtful actor he is, and 
his frenzied comic belligerence 
gives the movie practically its only 
comic charge. But he doesn’t sug- 
gest any reason for Tony’s violent, 
sociopathic behavior. By the second 
hour, Steven Bauer, with his infec- 
tious crooked-banana grin, is steal- 
ing scenes away from him. Michelle 
Pfeiffer plays the ice princess Tony 
weds.

***1/2 SCHOOL OF ROCK 
(2003). Director Richard Linkiater 
here reworks the theme of the 


classroom as microcosm of a re- 
pressive society with a subversive 
film that affirms family values. Jack 
Biack’s Dewey Finn is a slacker 
musician who pretends to be a 
teacher while forging his 10-year- 
old students into a rock band. Per- 
haps Principal Mullins (Joan Cu- 
sack) falls for Dewey's bull for the 
same reason the audience does: 
sheer delight in Black’s manic exu- 
berance, vanity, self-delusion, and 
absurdity. He should win most view- 
ers over in the film's opening min- 
utes as he takes a guitar solo for 
his band and stage-dives into the 
waiting arms of . . . nobody. Dewey 
learns something about responsi- 
bility, his kids — all precisely cast 
and utterly convincing — learn 
something about freedom, and no 
one should be unmoved by the 
rousing finale.

(2003). Initially infuriating, first-time 
director Billy Ray's account of the 
sordid career of notorious fabricator 
Stephen Glass ultimately proves il- 
luminating and provocative. Hayden 
Christensen shows a rare gift for 
sniveling as Glass, who in the mid 
1990s, fresh out of college and in 
his early 20s, managed to ingratiate 
himself with the venerable New Re- 
public, becoming a star member of 


the staff and one of its flashiest con- 
tributors. Glass is squishily charm- 
ing, not just to vulnerable females 
like Caitlin Avey (Chloé Sevigny in a 
problematic, fictitious role) but also 
to the charismatic and savvy editor, 
Michael Kelly (Hank Azaria), who 
would become a casualty of the 
War in Iraq, and to whom the film is 
dedicated. And the stories he 
comes up with are trendy, quirky, 
and funny — the kind of low-con- 
tent, high-calorie fluff that seems 
the future of journalism. Poor fellow 
staffer Chuck Lane (Peter Sars- 
gaard) has to glower in the corner 
with his dreary assignments about 
Haiti and Gabriel Garcia Marquez 
while Glass regales his adoring col- 
leagues with his gonzo investiga- 
tions into millionaire teenage com- 
puter geeks and redneck Southern 
radio stations. Then Adam Penen- 
berg, an investigative reporter for 
the now defunct on-line Forbes Dig- 
ital Tool, checks out the facts in one 
of Glass’s stories and finds they're 
all fictions. Should Lane call Glass 
on this? Masterfully portrayed by 
Sarsgaard, he’s pale, anal, and hu- 
morless, a later-day Uriah Heep. 
And though we know that Glass is a 
phony, compared with the creepy 
Lane, he might just be a lovable 
rogue, the magazine version of 
Leonardo DiCaprio’s sexy cheat in 
Catch Me If You Can. Still, the 
weakling Lane gains strength as the 
basic credibility of his profession 
crumbles, whereas the slippery 
Glass fades. The scene in which 
Lane finally confronts Glass and re- 
sists all of his protean squirmings is 
excruciating and brilliant: the narcis- 
sistic Glass is shattered, and the 
truth sets Lane free. (94m) Kendail 
Square, West Newton, suburbs. 

**xSOMETHING’S GOTTA GIVE 
(2003). Jack Nicholson and Diane 
Keaton are ail that this mild lark has 
going for it, apart from some canni-

comedy. Nicholson's Harry Sanborn 
is the 63-year-old owner of the 
world’s second-largest hip-hop 
iabel. While visiting the bedroom of 
the latest of his many much- 
younger conquests, Christie's auc- 
tioneer Marin (Amanda Peet), Harry 
suffers a mild heart attack; 
that leads to his becoming ma- 
rooned in the beach house of 
Marin’s 50ish mother, Erica Barry 
(Keaton). The debt that this set-up 


owes to George S. Kaufman & 
Moss Hart's 1930s Broadway farce 
The Man Who Came to Dinner is 
acknowledged in the dialogue, 
since we're told that Erica is “the 
most successful female playwright 
since Lillian Hellman.” From then 
on, it’s all about how Harry re-evalu- 
ates his life and achieves nirvana 
with Erica, despite her guardedness 
in matters of the heart and her ac- 
quiring a younger suitor in the form 
of Harry's thirtysomething doctor, 
Julian Mercer (Keanu Reeves) 
Writer/director Nancy Meyers’s 
guiding of all this heavy machinery 
might fairly be called ruthless.

When Peter Dinklage first appears 
on screen, a close-up of his rugged- 
ly handsome, melancholy face is fol- 
lowed by a longer shot revealing his 
full height: four feet, five inches. It's a 
visual jolt, but as soon as he 
speaks, all you notice is that he’s a 
good actor. His Fin has found a 
niche working in the Golden Spike, 
a Hoboken model-train shop, with 
his friend Henry. Then one night 
Henry drops dead, and his will be- 
queaths to Fin an abandoned rail- 
way depot in desolate Newfound- 
land, New Jersey. Joe (Bobby Can- 
navale, as irresistible as a big 
puppy), an extroverted but sweet- 
natured Puerto Rican, parks his hot- 
dog van on the property and insists 
on serving up his small talk with 
Fin’s café con leche. Olivia (Patricia 
Clarkson, again proving she’s one of 
America’s best actresses), a recluse 
mourning the death of her son and 
estranged from her husband, almost 
runs Fin over in her SUV, twice. Cleo 
(Raven Goodwin, vastly appealing 
but not cute), a lonely grade-school- 
er, bumps into Fin while he’s walking 
along the train tracks and shyly be- 
friends him. Fin serves as a mirror to 
all, revealing who they are by reflect- 
ing their shortcomings — though 
when he tries to become something 
more, his confused efforts end in a 
stunning sequence of drunkenness, 
rage, and self-immolation. Director 
Tom McCarthy is a filmmaker of the 
long-take, little-dialogue school, and 
though the film drifts a bit in the mid- 
dle, this Esthetic perseveres. (88m)

**1/2 STUCK ON YOU (2003). 
This Farrelly Brothers comedy 
takes the idea of family bonds to

Wait Tenor (Greg 
Kinnear) wants to go to Hollywood 
and become a star, but he’s teth- 
ered by a nine-inch link of flesh to 
his brother, Bob (Matt Damon), 
who's content flipping burgers at 
their greasy spoon on Martha’s 
Vineyard. Surgery is risky because 
Bob has most of their shared liver. 
so Bob reluctantly tags along as 
Walt heads west and lands a star- 
ring role in a TV series with Cher 
The opportunities for sight gags 
given this premise (Cher alone is a 
goid mine) are limitiess, and the 
Farrellys don’t hesitate to cash in 
on them. Your favorite moments 
might include Walt’s “one man” per- 
formance of Tru with Bob (Damon's 
comic gifts are underused. as his 
appearances on Saturday Night 
Live indicate) trying to be incon- 
spicuous. Unfortunately, the Far- 
rellys also don’t hesitate to get up 
on the soapbox and promote toler- 
ance of those who are different or 
disabled, a sentiment that’s hard to 
buy when they're having such a 
good time exploiting these same 
people for laughs.

Nei- 
ther does he rein in his actors — 
maybe another Hollywood rule 
should be that you can't have two 
scenery chewers like Penn and 
Del Toro on screen at the same 
time. It’s as if Inarritu and like- 
minded “serious” filmmakers felt 
the need to compete with mindless 
blockbusters by cranking up the 
emotional and stylistic equivalent 
of special effects. The title refers to 
the amount of weight a human 
body loses at the time of death, or, 
as some believe, the weight of the 
soul.
